The seed may be sown in spring or fall, but, if sown 
in hot weather, a slight sowing of oats, which vegetates quickly among tke grass, will serve 
to protect the springing grass. For forming new lawns, four bushe!’s are required per acre, 
or about one quart to each square rod of land, which should be regularly and evenly dis- 
tributed. ‘
